to my country: 
'Look out, take care,' 
I would be entirely culpable. 
What 
comes from yonder as a proposition to 
negotiate peace is 
made 
at a time 
when Belgium is invaded, Serbia is in- 


France to be prepared for these efforts 
and to have confidence in the final out- 
come. Then he turned to a discussion 
of the German peace proposal. 


Discusses Gcrmau Proposal. 


"It is after having proclaimed its 
victory," he said, "while at the same 
time making new efforts to gain it 
that Germany sends us certain words 
w^hich I am now unable to explain. You

Indianapolis, Ind..; Dec. 14.—A re- 
view of zoology, in Itidi^na for the 
last century was given by" i)r. Barton 
W. Evermann, directpr of the 
m u - 
seum. California Academy of Sciences, 
In a paper read before the Indiana 
Academy of Sciences, recëntly. 
He 
told anecdotes of the great naturalists, 
John 
James 
A,u^ubon, 
Alexander 
Wilson, Cohstantine 
Samuel 
Rafin- 
esque, and of George Rapp, founder 
of a society, the members of whlçh 
called themselves VRappists." or H a r - 
monists," and who came to the Wa- 
bash river valley from Butler county, 
Pennsylvania, in 1815, to establish in 
Posey county, Indiana, a village they 
named New Harmony. 


Dr. Evermann narrated how Rob- 
ert Owen in 1824 purchased the land 
and other property of the Hârmonists 
and undertook, with a number of fol- 
lowers, to continue 
the New 
H a r - 
mony venture along the lines origri- 
nated by Rapp. • The men and women 
in the new community includéd many 
destined to become prominent in the 
state, said Dr. Evermann, among them 
being 
Robert. 
David 
and 
Richard 
Owen: Alexander 
and 
William 
Mc- 
Clure; Thomas Say and Charles Al- 
exander Le Suer. 


"To us tlie most important of these 
was Thomas Say," said Dr. Evermann, 
"who has been called the 'Father of 
American Conchologry,' the 'Father of 
Américain Entomology,' and also the 
'Father of American Zoology.' 


"New Harmony remained for many 
years, the literary, scientific and art 
center west of the Alleghenies; 
and 
to this day it holds its place among 
the most enlightened 
and 
cultured 
communities in a state distinguished 
for its scientific and literary prestige." 


Dr. Evermann gave some of the de- 
tails of Audubon's life in Kentucky, 
to which state he came, after 
float- 
ing down the Ohio, with his young 
wife in one of the small open boats 
of 
that 
day 
familiarly 
called 
ap 
"ark." 
He established a general store 
at Louisville, but often made 
trips 
through the state, and doubtless some- 
times into Indiana, 
said 
Dr. Ever- 
mann, collecting birds and 
studying 
their habits. 
He lived in Louisville 
from 1808 to 1811 and then In Hen- 
derson, 
Ky.. for 
several years. 
In 
March, 1810, he was visited at Louis- 
ville by another great American orni- 
thologist, Alexander Wilson, who had 
floated 
down the 
Ohio from 
Pitts- 
burg. 
Wilson was surprised at 
the 
drawings of birds 
Audubon 
showed 
him and at the great knowledge Au- 
dubon had of ornithology. 
Audubon 
offered to allow Wilson the use of his 
drawings for a work on birds W^ilson 
had in hand, but a friend of Audu- 
bon's dissuaded htm from giving to an- 
other the fruits of his own researches. 
Audubon, said Dr. 
Evermann, 
de- 
clared it had not been his intention 
to present the results of his labors 
to the world 
until long 
afterward, 
when he met the Prince of Musigahb 
in Philadelphia. 


"With the exception of a few birds 
collected on Indiana soil by Audubon 
and Wilson," continued 
Dr. 
Ever- 
mann, 
"Constantine 
Rafinesque 
was 
the first naturalist to pay any atten- 
tion to Indiana fauna. 
He came to 
Lexington, Ky., from Philadelphia in 
1818 as professor of natural 
history 
in Transylvania university, Lexington. 
He remained eight years. In the vaca- 
tions going far 
in 
search 
of new 
plants, fishes and shells." 


Dr. Evermann told 
of 
the work 
done after the beginning of the '50's 
by Dr. R u f u s Haymond, of Brookville, 
Ind., in obtaining data on 
m a m m a l s 
and birds; by Prof. John Collett, who 
in 1873, gave the first details of in- 
teresting animal life found in caves 
of southern Indiana;

With the personnel of Andtior Klaiiss' oth- 
er selections The Sentinel is not at all acquainted, but if they are the 
same high type of men from which the Garrett appointment was 
Tnade, both the auditor and the state are to be congratulated. 
^ 'Mr. Camp is a former mayor of Garrett and a high grade citizen. 
More than that, he is a practical banker with years of experience in 
the direction of financial institutions. Better still he is singularly well- 
equipped for the place by the fact that he was for some years a stata 
banking examiner, advancing from this position to that of national 
bank examiner, and in both instances covering a large section of the 
Btate over which he will now have chief jurisdiction. His service both 
as state and national examiner Avas careful, painstaking and com- 
petent. 


The position as head of the state banking department is a most 
important one. It has to do with the supervision of the hundreds of 
^anks and trust companies operating under Indiana charters, seeing 
that they conduct their affairs within the provisions of the law as a 
•safe-guard both to the banks themselves and to thq patrons with which 
they do business. It is a place which calls for banking experience, 
sound judgment, firmness and discriminating tact that vnll conserve 
the safety of the financial institutions without hampering legitimate 
progress and without resticting the functions in which these institu- 
tions may safely serve the public.

And for every shout of those who re- 
joice over victoi-y there rises the wail- 
ing of cold and hungry children In the 
land which has suffered defeat. 


Soldiers as individuals are not ne- 
cessarily 
responsible 
for 
robbing, 
burning and murdering of innocent vic- 
tims; any army in action is in itself an 
Instrument of atrocity; like a plague 
of locusts. It mveeps a green country 
brown as it passes. 


Even the foxes which have their dens 
and the birds of air which have their 
nests are more fortunate than the help- 
less civilians of a vanquished land. 


In the gayety of the most costly

Families Routed from Beds 
When Store Building 
Bums. 


Eig-ht 
people 
were 
routed 
from 
their beds and sent running across the 
snowy streets clad only in their night 
garments when 
the frame 
grocery 
and apartment building at the corner 
of 
East 
Washington 
and 
Harmar 
streets was practically destroyed by 
fire early Thursday morning. 
Dam- 
age to the building is set at $8,000. 
The building was gutted by the flames. 


Firemen from three 
departments 
battled with the 
blaze 
from 
12:30 
o'clock Thursday morning until after 
3 o'clock. . Daylight 
was 
breaking 
when the firemen were winding up 
their ice-caked hose lines. 


Fire started inside In the basement 
of the structure, it is thought. 
Exact 
origin of the blaze is unknown. Louis 
Zweig, owner of the building, and who 
lived with his family in three of the 
upstairs rooms, thinxs that 
crossed 
electric wires may have started ^the 
fire. 
The flames smouldered between 
walls of the building, making the sit- 
uation for the firemen a complicated 
one. 
Interior 
walls were 
chopped 
into great holes in order that water 
might be applied. 


Difficulty for the 
firemen 
started 
when they found the big hydrant on 
the corner across the street from the 
store frozen up. 
It required nearly 
a half hour to obtain a flow of water 
from the main pipe. 
Spray from the 
small chemical cans was frozen by j 
the zero temperature almost before 
the liquid touched the wood surface. 
The building was incased in a sheet of ; 
ice Thursday morning.

The frame two-story structure is • 
occupied by the Harmar grocery, op- , 
erated by F. L. Borntrager, 928 Lib- 
erty street, and eight rooms for fam- 
ily use. Louis Zweig and family, Mrs. 
Nellie Hall and her son, Harold, and 
Gustave Eisenstadt, furniture sales- 
man, occupy the apartments. 


Eisenstadt was first to discover the 
fire. 
He was awakened by the dense 
smoke which clouded his room. 
He 
caught up his trousers from a chair 
near the bed and started down the 
hallway. 
'His trousers were all he 
saved from the fire. A coat in which 
he had a $100 bill was riddled by the 
flames and the money destroyed. 


Eisenstadt hammered at the doors 
of the other rooms as he went down 
the hall. 
Mr. and Mrs.* Zweig 
and 
their children were 
awakened 
and 
hastened from the building clad only 
in their night clothes. 


Mrs. Hall and her son were last to 
be awakened. 
Harold leaped from 
bed and turned on the electric light. 
The room was so completely 
filled 
with smoke that the light was of no 
aid. 
The youth assisted his mother 
to the street. Mrs. Hall was overcome 
by the shock. 
She was confined to 
bed in the home of one of the neigh- 
bors on Thursday. 


The band 
of refugees 
from 
the 
burning building scattered to houses 
of people in the neighborhood. 
The 
fire call was sent in by telephone. All 
effort was given to battling the flames 
and few articles were removed from 
the building. 


The grocery stock was badly dam- 
aged 
by water and exposure. 
Ice 
froze on the packages on the shelves. 
Cans of fruit 
were 
frozen. 
Water 
wrought 
havoc 
with 
the 
exposed 
stock. 
Damage is partially covered 
by insurance, 
however. 


Pictures of Destruction. 
The 
living 
apartments 
over 
the 
grocery were pictures of destruction 
on Thursday. 
Virtually everything in 
the rooms were ruined. 
A new player 
piano belonging to the Zweig family 
was damaged beyond repair. 


Zweig will have the building re- 
paired at onq^. The task will virtually 
be one of rebuilding. 
Zweig says his 
loss is more than half covered by In- 
surance. 


Several times during the progress 
of the flre the building next to the 
grocery was threatened. 
The struc- 
ture belonged to Fred Schwier, 534 
East Jeffei-son street. 
The root of the 
building was damaged by the burn- 
ing brands which fell upon it. 


The 
zero 
weather 
sheeted 
the 
streets about the 
grocery 
building 
with ice, as the water poured on the 
structure froze within a few minutes 
after it ran upon th€ pavement.

crew was called out by the street car 
company to pick 
away a 
two-Inch 
coating of the ice from the car tracks, 
Thursday morning, before the East 
Washington street cars could pass the 
spot.

Berkeley, Cai., Dec. 13.—Why are 
buttons on men's coats placed on the 
right side and why are those on wom- 
an's coats on the left side? 


What's the reason for the little silk 
bow in the back of the leather lining 
in men's hats? 


Why do men wear buttons on the 
cuffs of their coats? 


E. W. Gilford, expert in the devel- 
opment of dress, of the University of 
California, herewith tells how a few 
of the oddities came about. 


"There was a gr^at craze for but- 
tons when they were invented for use 
of man," said Gifford. "Thè novelty 
spread through countries with civilized 
dress and costumes with buttons all 
over the fronts of coats, on the sides 
and backs were much in favor, the 
much-buttoned uniforms of today be- 
ing vestiges of the early coats. 


"The reason for buttons on the ri«;ht 
side of men's 
coats 
seems simple 
enough. This arrangement permitted 
the wearer in the early days to thrust 
his fighting arm into his jacket in 
order to keep it warm. 
If the but- 
tons were on the left side he couldn't 
do It. 


"The buttons on women's coats were 
originally placed on the left side so 
the wearer could manipulate them 
with her right hand, leaving her left 


arm free to can-y her baby. 
That's 
the explanation authorities agree on 
and it ought to be as good as any 
other. 


"If men will notice the buttons on 
their coat cults the chances are they'll 
find imitation button holes at the sides 
of the buttons. 
Thli Is a remnant of 
the seventeenth century .custom. 
The 
buttons nowadays are of no use. 
But 
in the old 
days 
they were 
for a 
purpose. 


"In the early days of fancy clothes 
the men spent so much time on their 
coats that they had to find a scheme 
to save the cuffs from wearing out. 
The tailors of those days devised the 
button and button hole on the coat 
sleeves. 
The stylish men could but- 
ton the cuflb back out of harm's way 
and thus save wear and tear on gar- 
ment and- pocketbook. 


"The primitive hat was simply ^a 
circular piece of leather with a lacing 
threaded through it and tied at the 
back to fit the crown of the head. 
In the modern hat we find the little 
bow of silk ribbon and in some hats 
the ribbon is threaded through the 
lining. The modern trifle is of no use 
whatsoever, merely a vestige or trace 
of the old days when men had to fit 
their hats to their heads with the 
leather lacing."

Washington, Dec. 14.—The program 
for the white house winter social sea- 
son has been announced and, as was 
. generally expected, it omits the color- 
ful diplomatic reception, because of 
the war, and also the time-honored 
New Ycj^ir's reception for the public, 
in accordance with the custom Presi- 
dent Wilson set v/hen coming into of- 
fice. 


In place of the diplomatic reception 
there will be two diplomatic dinners.! 
The entente diplomats and all neu- ' 
trals will be entertained at the first 
; and the Teutonic diplomats and all 
neutrals will be guests at the second. 


The embarrassments 
which would 
be caused by inviting the representa- 
tives of the warring powers to rub el- 
bows at the same reception may be 
more imaginary then actual, but they 
. are regarded by the social managers 
as having po-ssibilities, notwithstand- 
ing that it is said the ambassador from 
one of the principal entente allies and 
. the ambassador from one of the prin- 
: cipal 
Teutonic 
powers 
always ex- 
\ change courteous greetings when they 
pass on the street.

gram has been arranged to keep the 
warring diplomats apart.

Even to personal friends the president 
or his wife cannot say more than a 
word because to each of the receptions 
come between .1,500 gind 2,000 persons 
and things have to move on time.

New York, Dec. 14.—Just a few 
days before Jack London answered 
the call to the last great adventure he 
wrote the following little 
gem—per- 
haps. the last he ever penned, in re- 
snonse to the question, "Are There Any 
Thrills Left in Life": 


(By JACK LONDON.) 


When I lie on the placid beach of 


Waiklki, in the Hawaiian Islands, as 
I did last year, and a stranger intro- 
duces himself as the person who set- 
tled the estate of Captain Keller: and 
when that stranger explains that Cap- 
tain Keller came to his death by hav- 
ing his head chopped off and smoke- 
cured by the cannibal head-hunters 
of the Solomon Islands in the West 
South Pacific; and when I remember 
back through the several brief years, 
to when Captain Keller, a youth of 22 
and master of the schooner Eugenie, 
has sailed deep with me on many a 
night and played poker to the dawn,and 
took hasheesh with me for the enter- 
tainment of the wild crew of Penduf- 
fryn: and who, when I was wrecked 
on the outer reef of Malu. on the 
island of a Malaita. with 1,500 naked 
bushmen head-hunters on the beach 
armed 
with 
horse^pistols. 
Snider 
rifles, tomahawks, spears, war-clubs, 
and bows and arrows, and with scores 
of war canoes, filled with salt-water 
head-hunters and man-eaters holding 
their place on the fringe of the break- 


ing surf alongside of us, only fou; 
whites of us including my wife on 
board—when 
Captain 
Keller 
burs' 
through the rain-squalls to windwarxi 
in a whale-boat, with a crew of ne. 
groes, himself rushing to our rescue 
bare-footed and bare-legged, clad ii 
loin-cloth and six-penny undershirt, i 
brace of guns strapped about his mid- 
dle—I say. when I remember all this, 
that adventure and romance are not 
dead as I lie on the placid beach ol. 
Waikiki.

Associated 
Press)—Negotiations and arbitration, as 
the preferable alternative to a colonial 
war, have finally removed what was for 
many Ibng years a source of friction be- 
tween Holland and Portugal. 
These tAvo 
small countries, so famous three or four 
ceitturie.s ago as cxiloniaing pioneers and 
who still hold iiliportant colonial jwsses- 
sions, concluded a ijoundary treaty as 
long ago as the year 1904 for the settle- 
inei;t of lon^-r^tanding frontier disputes 
in the island cf Timor, but the terms of 
the treaty hrrve only just been put into 
execution by the transfer to Portuguese 
Itands of the district of Maucatar and."on 
the other hand, the cession of the Xoin- 
uti, Tahakay and Tamini Ailala districts 
to the Netherlands East Indian govern- 
ment. 


Timor, which is situated due south of 
the Philippine islands, 
in 
the 
Malay 
Archipelago, is owned, half by the Portu'- 
guese and half by the Dutch, and the ex- 
i.stence of such features as the Portu- 
guese enclave of Moinniti, and of the 
Dutch semi-enclave of Mamatar, has at 
times led to armed 
collisions 
between 
the respective local authoritie.s. 
These 
anomalies arc now done away with by 
the definite mutual transfer 'telegraph- 
ically reported by the governor general 
of the Dutch colony. 
The lonjf delay 
in tlic carrying out' of the treaty was

AWAITING PE-ACE-. 


Each Soldier 
in German Army 
Has a Number, 
and Records in 
the Home Office 
Contain a Com- 
plete Story of His 
Deeds in War. 


' V E R T soldier in the German 
army wears a medal. Not an 
iron cross, of course, nor a 
mark of valor or distinguish- 
ed service; but each man has 
a small, round piece of tin or 
other metal which he wears 
suspended about his neck. 
These are identification medals. Each 
bears, 
stamped 
in the metal, a numoer 
and 
letter. 
There is no name, no mark of regiment or com- 
mand, no address-just the number. But it is an 
unfailing means of identification. 


These idenfiOcation medals all 
have 
their 
keys, by means of which the name, address and 
all the facts concerning the person bearing the 
mark can be ascertained. 
These keys compose 
a card index .system, in charge of the military 
authorities, which is housed in a large building 
in Dorothea street (as translated into English) 
set a.sido for the purpose. 


This record is a part of the thoroughness of 
the German army system. It was started Just 
before the besinnin?? of the war. There, among 
the iilcs, i.'i 
card for every soldier, giving all 
the facts about him and a description of him 
and iioaring tlie same number as the 
small, 
metal tag worn about liis neck. Nor does it end 
•with t h a t - f o r there, .set out in cold, unsympa- 
thizing no'cs. 
are 
the stories of his 
adven- 
tures in th( war: Of valorous service, of wound- 
ing and incapacitation, of being taken prisoner 
and tran.sportf d to some foreign soil, or of be- 
ing anionj,' tlie mi.s.'^ing; of death. And it i.s 
only the latter that brings to a final close tlic 
entries on tlie cards.

But it would not all be thus. Some cards, an 
Bwering, would not tell such things in steel-lilcr^ 
sentences that cut off liope. The God of AVar, 
calling for other numbers, would receive thfl 
reply 
"Taken 
prisoner 
by 
the 
Russians 
and 


sent to the prison camp at 
In Siberia, to 


be held until a f t e r the war." Hardship there, 
of course—but also, hope and a promise of bet- 
ter conditions to come. 


The German military authorities, 
impossible 
as it may seem, are reported to have gathered 
definite information about the many men who 
have been taken by the allies since the invasion 
of Belgium was begun. 
They know the n.amea 
of the prisoners, their general condition 
and 
the location of the camp in which the prisoners 
have been confined to await the restoration of 
peace, when they will be permitted to return to 
their own country. 


All this information has been transcribed on 
the cards of the big index system; there tha 
authorities are able to determine after a short 
Investigation, just how many men theie are in 
enemy countries to return at the establishment 
of peace, to each of the many districts of the 
Empire; how manv will be ready to take up each 
trade of ordinary life, and, even, approximately 
how long it will require to get these men back 
into their normal pursuits and living conditions. 


The last oflicial statement issued by the Ger- 
m a n Government, 
some months ago, 
stated 
that approximately 350,000 men were numbered 
among the captured and missing. It is fair to 
estimate that since that time the number has 
jumped 
to 4OO,0rM), because 
of 
the 
activities 
along the Somme and on the Russian and Bal- 
kan fronts. Of this number, It Is impossible to 
tell just how many are dead and called "miss- 
ing," because they never have been identified 
on a battleground; but the German authorities 
have a pretty definite idea of how many hav« 
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been taken prisoner and wher 
t!, :. ^ > .v a : 
cated, despite the fact that tho allied 
iiations 
never have issued any statistics concerning the 
number of prisoners they hold at the various in- 
ternment camps. 


There are indexed the names of those 
who 
wait fpr peace—for it can be only peace that 
will release the war prisoners from the enforced 
confinement in a strange country and 
permit 
them to return to their homes and the places 
and people they love. And there, too, is some in- 
formation about the daily lives and hopes of 
these people, as they await the ending of the 
war—tales of hardship and suffering, of misery 
and privation—but all tempered by that ray of 
hope, 
the 
thought 
of 
eventually 
returning 
home. 


There has been so much interest in the ac- 
tual fighting and the diplomacy of this war. It 
has been on so large a scale, there have been 
so many angles of interest, the censorship has 
been so rigid, that not much has been said in 
the daily reports about the treatment of pris- 
oners. Yet there are reports, which were mad« 
when some unusual incident directed public at- 
tention momentarily to the subject of prisoners, 
which show in a measure what the men In the 
big detention camps have to do. what they must 
endure, how they are treated, fed and clothed. 


Of 
the 
German 
prisoners 
that 
have 
been 
taken, the French, English and Russians all 
have a share. 
In the first two countries, 
at 
present, prisoners of war are treated well, be- 
ing given comfortable cjuarters, fair food and 
living conditions. Matters have improved much 
since the beginning of the war; lor at 
that 
time, when the first prisoners were taken, abso- 
lutely no pieparatlons had been made for han- 
dling these large numbers of men and the sit- 
uation was further complicated by tho assem- 
bling and internment of the large civilian Ger- 
manic populations In both countries. Since that 
time, 
however, 
suitable 
quarters 
have 
been 
provided and arrangements made to furnish the 


prisoners with some employment. 


At one time there was quite a controversy re- 
garding the treatment of prisoners. France, it 
was said, sent large numbers of the Germans 
taken in battle to her African colonies and thtro 
put them at liard labor; but this soon was stop- 
ped when the Germans began to send Fi'ench 
prisoners to parts of Poland and to treat them 
as it was reported the Frcnch had treated their 
German captives. Thereafter, the Germans who 
had been sent to Africa were taken back 
to 
France, and the mistreatment of these unfortu- 
nates was stopped on both sides. 


However, this is not true a s concerns Rus- 
sia, according to the information reaching Doro- 
thea street. 
The huge Russian Empire, always 
lax in its preparations, and more or less shift- 
less in its governmental management, met the 
problem of prisoners by sending them to Si- 
beria—that dread region of cold and snows apd 
lead mines, where felons and political prisoners 
had, for generations, been sent to disappear un- 
der inhuman treatment of the bureaucratic gov- 
ernment. 


There are now, in Siberia, camps for the re- 
ception not only of German war prisoners, but 
also of the interned German civilians and of the 
m'any Poles who have be^n forced to flee from 
their homes by the fighting in the Western Rus- 
sian 
provinces. 
Many 
of 
these 
latter 
were 
forced, by command of the Russian oflicers, to 
flee from the cities and covntry homes they 
once occupied and make way for the uninter- 
rupted destruction of the armies. 


Frequently they had to depart on ^hort no- 
tice, with no opportunity to take their belong- 
ings; and therefore, they became dependent on 
the mercies of the government helpless, desti- 
tute. in even as bad a condition as the thou- 
sands of Belgians forced to fJee their country 
before the on-marchlng Germans at the begin- 
ning of the war. 


These camps in Siberia aro f a r from bein|; 
•deal places to live. In the first place. It is n 


dreary, desolate country, which, up to the be- 
ginning of the present century, was the dump- 
ing place for all the cast-offs and political in- 
triguers of the widespread empire, r'eople sent 
to Siberia were, practically, buried alive; for 
there was little, if any, hope of their ever re- 
turning to native towns, even if they lived to 
complété their sentences. 


Tlie Russian Government, realizing that the 
country wa.s one of the important parts of the 
empire, and that on the untested wealth of Its 
mineral deposits rested the future of the Im- 
perial treasury, began a process of colonization 
by decreeing that those who served a certain 
portion of their terms In the Siberian 
prisons 
could complete them by living under the sur- 
veillance 
of 
the 
military 
IT» certain 
of 
the 
towns which had 
been established 
amid 
tho 
waste of snow In the far North. 
Eventually 
this was so construed that a prisoner who once 
entered the country never left it again, except 
as a fugitive, and cases of escape were so raro 
as to be scarcely worth counting. 


And, then, it was an easy matter to make 
way with any person who was not wanted, eith- 
er by the prison officials or by the po>vers who 
caused his incarceration. A certain way of ap- 
plying strokes of the cat-o'-ninc-talls for al- 
leged infringement of penal regulations 
was 
sufficient to send many men, and women, too. 
to their deaths. 
And If there were a number 
to be disposed of, it was an easy matter to pre- 
tend that the convicts were in revolt and shoot 
them down Indiscriminately—what did a 
man 
or woman more or less matter? 


' 
There Was still a third way of disposing of 
persons not wanted in that country, and of in- 
flicting severest'' punishment 
on any 
disliked 
person. 
That was to send him or her into the 
load mines, where the slow poison of the ores 
worked into the system and brought about a 
lingering death, unrelieved by any 
medicinal 
ministrations unnoted save by the burial. 


The privileged of the convicts and those who 


lurrioil favor witii iiiu u.;ic.;Ui>, v. eie granted 
the especial privilege of working at gold wash- 
ing-spanning the precious metal from the sands 
and gravels of the many streams in which it 
is to be found in that country. This was lighter 
work than that in the lead, tin and iron mines; 
also the practice was favored by the govern- 
ment. because of the wealth that rolled into the 
state's coffers from that source, the output be- 
ing several hundred 
thousand ounces 
yearly. 
Silver also was mined to some extent. 


As important as mining, and. in some 
in- 
stances exceeding it in importance in this coun- 
tr\-. is agriculture—but that was not for con- 
victs. except those who had been permitted to 
settle on the land under military surveillance 
in order to make room In the prisons for new 
exiles. 


What are the war prisoners doing? 
And the 
civilians who were interned? 
And the refugees 
from Poland? 


They are all in this Siberian country 
held 
prisoners of the Russian Government that for- 
merly sent its*offenders to that section to end 
their lives in untold misery before the allotted 
span of years had been lived out. 


Are they living in modest comfort, working 
moderately, waiting for the dove of peace? 


Or are they exposed to the'bleakness of the 
country 
In 
inadequate 
tents, 
half-fed 
and 
clothed, forced to work in those minea opened 
by the convict labor of an unenlightened cen- 
tury? 


Are those whose names appear on the index 
cards in Dorothea street still there, or have 
they disappeared without beinK accounted for, 
as history tells that one-third of the exiles dis- 
appeared? 


Even the thorough German system cannot tell 
this. 
All U has been able to record about those 
prisoners taken by .the Russians Is that they 
were captured and sent to a prison camp in 
Siberia. 
Their names appear on 
tho 
Index 
cards as being among those who are waiting 


WnüRE GE^PMAIN TPOORS 
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the coming of peace to return quietly to their 
own homes. 
That is all. 


In the other countries, however, the German 
general staff Is able to keep better tab on their 
"lost" men. 
It is easier for a spy to penetrate 
England, or France, or Italy than it is the bleak 
Siberia. 


•William Stuebe. had he been in the building 
in Dorothea street when the God of War called 
for information concerning a certain 
number, 
would have answered '-Plere." 
But he was not 
there, so the card answered for him: 


"Captured by the English and sent to a prison 
camp in London." 


i>o it was that ¡Mrs. Stuebe. who had been told 
In letters home from the front all about her hus- 
band's number and how she could get 
infor- 
mation about him in Berlin if he should fail to 
write any more, was able to know that beyond 
the two lines of fighting armies and beyond the 
channel, was her husband—a prisoner. 


Mrs. Stuebe considered long how she could 
go to her husband. 
She felt siire the British 
would not suspect her if she changed her nam«L 
She tried to think of some way of getting into 
England, if only to give a fleeting glance to 
her husband to tell him that she was near and 
waiting for the war to end that she might greet 
him. 


Weeks passed and the little index card lA 
Dorothea street had a fascination for her that 
again caused a wheel in the God of War's m a - 
chine to stop long enough to look up the num- 
ber. 


The old card was gone and a new one was in 
its place. 
The card now read: 


"Wounded while In action on Somme front. 
Captured and sent to England. 
Left arm shat- 
tered. 
On list 
of 
exchanges 
of prisoners no 
longer able for service. 
Not yet transferred." 


Mrs. Stuebe was swept upward with a great 
wave of joy. which receded as she read the 
card over again and again, then hope drowned 
the sorrow that she felt over her 
husband'a 
wounds. 
He would be coming back soon. 
She 
had given up tn'eir home and had gone to work 
in Berlin tliat she might be nearer the little bit 
of pasteboard in Dorothea street. 


She considered going back to their former 
home, so that he would have a welcome if he 
should come back unexpectedly. 
The engineer 
of the wheel in the God of War's machine told 
her. however, that she could keep iniformed at 
tho Index card window and meet her husband 
as quickly by staying in Berlin. ' 


A few weeks more passed and the card con- 
tained no new writing. 
Mrs. Stuebe began to 
suspecl that somewhere in the great machine a 
cog had slipped. 
Then one day the card bore 
her great news. 
Her husband had been trans- 
ferred and was back in Germany, waa even 
then In the army hospital, waiting for further 
strength to begin life's battles anew, crippled— 
but alive. 


Mrs. StXiebe hurried to her husband. 
There 
was no bitterness in her heart against the great 
German army that had caused her husband to 
be helpless, torn and without home. 
Rather 
she felt thankful to this big machine that knew 
so much about him, that corld tell her where 
to go. 
She could work. 
War had not touched 
her arms. 
The enemy tjad not trampled her 
nowers. her gardens. 
The enemy even had 
given took her husband.

Dec. 14.—For the pur- 
pose of gathering and disseminating 
in a reliable form the religious news 
of the world the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, 
representing 
aehoiftinations. has 
established a religious publicity serv- 
ice. The Federal council has just held 
its annual convention in this city. 


I n . addition 
to 
establishing 
this 
news service it is pi-dposed to make a 
systematic and scientific study of paid 
advertising in daily newspapers, en- 
couraging the churches to engage in 
this form of publicity by showing its 
value for the churches. 


Standardized advertising matter in 
regard to religion and the church will 
be worked out for use in the average 
community. 
The causes which alien- 
ate people from the church 
will 
be 
thoroughly studied, and national so- 
cial and religious prpblems that af- 
fect the people's interest in this par- 
ticular will be surveyed. 


Advertising conferences for minis- 
ters and laymen will be cor^ducted, in 
which the value of general publicity 
will be presented by expert advertis- 
ing men.

monists." and who came to the Wa- 
bash river valley from Butler county. 
Pennsylvania, in 1815. to establish In 
Posey county. Indiana, a village they 
named Xew Harmony. 


Dr. Evermann narrated how Rob- 


ert 'Owen in 182-1 purchased the land 
and other property of the Harmonists 
and undertook, with a number of fol- 
lowers, to continue the New Har- 
mony venture along the lines origi- 
nated by Rapp. The men and women 
in the new community included manj 
destined to become prominent in the 
state, said Dr. Evermann, among them 
being Robert, David and Richard 
Owen; Alexander and William Mc- 
Clure; Thomas Say and Charles Al- 
exander Le Suer. 


"To us the most important of these 


was Thomas Say," said Dr. Evermann, j 
"who has been called the 'Father of i 
American Conchology,' the 'Father of i 
American Entomology.', and. also the 
'Father of American Zoology.' 


"New Harmony remained for many 


years, the literary, scientific and art 
center west of the Alleghenle.v, and 
to this day it holds its place among 
the most enlightened .and cultured 
communities in a' state distinguished 
for its scientific and: literary prestige." 


Dr. Evermann gave some of the de- 


tails -of Audubon's life in Kentucky, 
to which state he came, after float- 
ins down the Ohio, with his young 
wife In one of the small open boats 
of» that day familiarly called an 
"ark." He established a general store 
at Louisville, but often made trips 
through the state, and doubtless some- 
times into Indiana, said Dr. Ever- 
mann, collecting birds and studying 
their habits. 
He lived in Louisville 


from 1808 to 1811 and then in Hen- 
derson, Ky., for several years. In 
March, 1810, he was visited at Louis- 
vil'.e by another great American orni- 
thologist, Alexander Wilson, who had 
floated down the Ohio from Pitts- 
burg. Wilson was surprised at the 
drawings of 'birds Audubon showed 
him and at the great knowledge Au- 
dubon had-of ornithology. Audubon 
offered to allow Wilson the use ot his 
drawings for a work on birds Wilson 
had in hand, but a friend of .Audu- 
bon's dissuaded him from giving to an- 
other the fruits of his own researches, j 
Audubon, said Dr. .Evermann, 
de- 


clared it had not been his intention 
to present the results of his labors 
to the world until long. afterward,
